ay For Punchard Students 


A revision of the studies pro- 


| gram offered Punchard high school 
| students, grades 9 through 12, was 


adopted by the school committee 
at a regular meeting Tuesday 
night. 

The principal feature of the new 
proposal is the abolition of course 
names, e.g. Classical, Technical, 
General, and Commercial. Instead 
certain basic work will be required 
of all students in each year. Each 
student’s program will then be 
completed by adding to it courses 
which he may select, under proper 
guidance , which satisfy his abilit- 
ies and needs, 

The main objective of this is to 
permit a student who has interests 
and abilities, for example, in sci- 
ence or mathamatics to pursue 
those subjects without an accom- 
panying array of subjects which are 
unsuitable, too difficult, or of no 
interest to him, 

The result should be better ach- 
ievement on the part of the non- 
academic pupil. A student planning 
to enroll in a liberal arts college 
would be guided to the subjects re- 
quired for admission, (which them- 
selves are rapidly becoming more

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Our Growing Pains 


Voters of the town will find much food for thought in 
the statements on town affairs made last week by the 
heads of the town’s three major departments and pub- 
lished in The Townsman. 

The town has been growing steadily for years and its 
growth is bringing up problems, financial and otherwise, 
that must be met with orderly and constructive planning. 

As the town grows, town business grows along with it. 
This points up a subject which Chairman Roy A. Hardy 
of the board of selectmen and assessors, now brings into 
the open; —namely, the construction of a new town office 
building with modern quarters for officials to conduct the 
increasing volume of town business. 

This project has been talked about in the past but 
never got beyond the discussion stage. 

[he reorganization of the assessing department is 
recommended by Mr. Hardy as being essential to a strong 
financial government. All recognize Mr. Hardy’s qual- 
ifications to speak with authority on this matter. 

The town’s growth also presents the school commit- 
tee with its annual problem of increased school enroll- 
ment. This is so far ahead of the estimate made in 1947 
before the two new elementary schools were built that 
Chairman Gordon L. Colquhoun says the survey is no 
longer of any practical value to the school committee. 

In the report made at that time the projected school en- 
rollment for 1954 was placed at 1903 pupils in the entire 
school system. Today it is 2320. 

A school housing committee is making a study of this 
situation and formulating long-range plans for the system 
which are expected to be ready for the next town meeting. 

New home construction has been high here for the past 
six or eight years. New homes call for new streets, sewer 
and water extensions, sidewalks, edgings, added main- 
tenance costs and similar work which Sidney P. White, 
chairman of the board of public works, reports has been 
done in various sections of the town. 

The big project which this board has to consider for 
the coming year is the Ballardvale sewerage disposal. 
The board hopes to get enough funds next March to have 
this work re-bid and completed in 1954. 

Meeting these problems calls for considerable study 
and planning with regard to the improvement needed and 
the pocketbook of the taxpayer. 

Mr. Hardy notes that the town is in a very good po- 
sition financially and hopes that his recommendations 
may start some constructive thinking and positive action 
at the next town meeting.

liberalized). Also, a student who 
would now be enrolled in the gener- 
al course would not be barred from 
taking some of the subjects not 
now ‘available to him because of 
course enrollment. 

The revised program was adopted 
after Lindsay J. March, headmaster, 
and Bernard J. Kellmurray, director 
of guidance appeared before the 
board to discuss the plan which 
vas prepared by Mr. Kellmurray at 
the request of Headmaster Match. 

The guidance director noted in 
his report that he had made a fair- 
ly extensive study of current pract- 


tions in this field over the national 


college entrance standards and 
commercial and industrial aims. 

At first glance, his report states, 
this proposal seems a considerable 
departure from the existing pro- 
gram, In actual fact, however, the 
principal change represents a move 
toward greater flexibility, with rela- 
tively few actual changes in indi- 
vidual subjects. 

When the program of studies 
was last revised in 1950, the re- 
port went on to Say, the chief need 
was to bring some order out of a 
condiiton which had deteriorated 
steadily in the immediate preced- 
ing years. To do so at that time 
necessitated a stringincy which, 
vile desirable at the time, ulti- 
mately created an undesirable de- 
gree of rigidity in the choices 
which a student might make wthin 
his high school course. 

Mr. Kellmurray felt that the new 
plan will tend to correct this situa- 
tion without re-creating the original 
problem — a haphazard array of un- 
related studies. 

Students will have from now until 
next June to decide which courses 
they will take for the following 
year. This will be done with the 
assistance of the guidance direc- 
tor. The board decided that once a 
course is decided the student will 
have to abide by it for the follow- 
ing year as no changes will be 
allowed the following September 
when schools reopen,

following general requirements: 

Every student will be required to 
take English each year and to pass
